after which the top should be securely 
fastened. Woolen goods put away thus 
will bo safe for any length of time, tho 
paper seeming to act like an antiseptic 
on the animal fiber of the wool, to pro- 
servo uiid make it healthful,—Montreal 
Star.

The 
case originated in a complaint made by the 
Panhandle Road against the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, atid is known as the Balti- 
more aod Ohio theatric 1 oaie. It involved 
the light ol a railroad company to sell at 
reduced rotes, tickets to parties of ten or 
more person". It was charged that it con- 
stitutes un'awlul discrimination under tbe 
Interstate Commerce Act to st-11 tickets to 
theatrical or other parties at reduced rates 
The United S!attB District Court was asked 
to issue au injunction to restrain the Balti- 
more and Ohio road from continuing the sale 
ol party-rato tickets. Tbi* the Conrt rt- 
fnsed to do and tho c»se was appealed 
to the Supreme Court o! the United States. 
That Court sustaiui the action of ILe lower 
Conrt and deoidts that it is t-ot «n niijust 
discrimination for a railroad ouni(any to 
sell ticket* at whol. mil • cheaper th'in at 
retail.

"Shadow" Silks for Decorative Uses. 
Among the new fabrics for household 


decoration are the "shadow silks" de- 
signed by the Society of Decorative Art- 
ists. They present exquisite color com- 
binations of softly shaded tints in indis- 
tinct patterns on changeable 
back- 


grounds, and are most rich and artistic 
in effect. They are used for portieres, 
curtains, mantel drapes, cushions and 
spreads. In the form of curtains they 
are simply hung and are frequently made 
up with no trimming except a hem folded 
up on the right side of the silk itself, 
which is so unlike on the two sides as to 
have the effect of a band of entirely dif- 
ferent material when folded back upon 
itself. 


In mantel covers tho silk may be bor- 


dered with a fringe or have tassels only 
at the corners. The ecarf is draped but 
once near one end. For table spreads, 
if more than one width is required for 
the spread, a length is split, overhanded 
by the selvages, hemmed all around, 
either plainly or with the hem turned 
back on the right bide across the ends,
